CTA transit cards will 
continue to be accepted 
while Ventra fixes issues

The top corporate official representing the 
publicly maligned Ventra fare-collection 
system traveled to Chicago on Tuesday to 
apologize for “unacceptable” technical and 
customer service problems that have cost 
CTA riders time and money 

He also offered that his company was 
caught flat-footed because it failed to 
anticipate how quickly commuters would 
switch from old fare cards to Ventra. 

But Richard Wunderle, who heads North 
American operations for California-based 
Cubic Transportation Systems Inc., couldn’t 
answer the $454 million question (the price 
of the Ventra contract): When will Ventra 
function properly? 

“I can’t give you really a best guess. We’re 
analyzing the data,” Wunderle told reporters 
after CTA President Forrest Claypool 
brought the Cubic boss to the City Club of 
Chicago to take some of the heat. 

Claypool told the audience of business 
leaders that Cubic hasn’t been paid a nickel 
and the CTA won’t write a check on the 
$454 million contract until three conditions 
are met: wait times on Ventra’s customer 
hotline are less than five minutes to speak 
with an operator; Ventra fare readers on buses 
and at rail turnstiles process transactions in 
2.5 seconds or 99 percent of the time; and 
99 percent ofVentra equipment is functioning. 




Claypool said he’s hopeful Cubic is getting 
close to those marks, but current transit 
cards will continue to be accepted in the 
meantime. 

The CTA boss was noncommittal 
regarding whether the transit agency would 
go after Cubic to recoup lost revenue from 
uncollected fares due to Ventra malfunctions. 
Riders, especially on buses, say they have 
been treated to free rides because the Ventra 
equipment is often out of order. 


OLIVE BRANCH 

In early October, the CTA ordered Cubic to 
triple its staffing at its customer service cen- 
ters to reduce excessively long wait times. 
Beyond those 300 agents, additional opera- 
tors are being added this week to attain the 
goal of wait times topping out at five min- 
utes, the CTA president said Tuesday. 


“It will be up to the lawyers to review,” said 
Claypool, adding that the CTA doesn’t know 


how much money has been lost. But he said 
uncollected fares, up to 5 percent ofVentra 
transactions, represent “an unacceptably 
high number of instances. ... We will look at 
it, we will quantify it and will work with our 
lawyers.” 

The CTA did receive a first bill from 
Cubic, a $245,000 invoice for September fare 
transactions, but it will not be paid until the 
performance goals are met, CTA spokesman 
Brian Steele said.

Lawmakers approved gay marriage Tuesday in a historic vote that saw 
supporters overcome cultural, racial and geographic divides and put 
Illinois in line with a growing number of states that have extended 
the right to wed to same-sex couples. 

After more than a year of intense lobbying by both sides, gay lawmakers made 
emotional pleas to colleagues to give their families equal rights even as oppo- 
nents argued that doing so would unravel the foundation of society 

‘At the end of the day, what this bill is about is love, it’s about family it’s about 
commitment,” said sponsoring Rep. Greg Harris, clutching an American flag he 
said was sent by a supportive soldier stationed in Afghanistan. 

‘At the end of the day this bill is about the vision that the founders of our 
country had and wrote into our Constitution, where they said America is a 
journey ... And we’ll continue to walk down that road to make America a better 
place, to make ourselves a ‘more perfect union,’ to ensure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity” the Chicago Democrat said.

Gov Quinn said he intends to sign the bill, 
which would take effect June i. 

Reaction rolled in from the White House 
to City Hall. President Obama noted his rela- 
tively recent conversion last year to supporter 
of gay marriage. 

“Michelle and I are overjoyed for aU the 
committed couples in Illinois whose love will 
now be as legal as ours— and for their friends 
and family who have long wanted nothing 
more than to see their loved ones treated fairly 
and equally under the law,” Obama said in a 


statement. 

The vote Tuesday capped a year in which 
prospects for gay marriage often were dim. The 
proposal failed in a January lame-duck session, 
but the Illinois Senate provided new hope on 
Valentine’s Day by passing the measure. There 
was no House vote at the end of spring session 
in late May leaving both sides to spend the 
summer and fall lobbying lawmakers. The first 
week of veto session came and went without a 
vote last month, and with candidate filing for 
next year’s election just weeks away some ex- 


pected no resolution until next year. 

But the bill got 6i votes, one more than the 
minimum needed to send it back to the Senate 
for a final sign-off later Tuesday 

Supporters said efforts to pick up votes were 
boosted by events that unfolded since May the 
first being the U.S. Supreme Court’s landmark 
ruling that struck down the definition of mar- 
riage as between a man and a woman for the 
purpose of receiving federal benefits. 

While hailed as a major victory the move 
created a situation in which gay couples liv- 


ing in states that recognize same-sex marriage 
have more rights than their counterparts in 
states that haven’t legalized gay marriage. The 
two-class system was a clear narrative that 
advocates could use when lobbying lawmak- 
ers who were on the fence, contending it just 
didn’t make sense for gay couples in Illinois to 
be denied access to benefits that were available 
to couples living just across the border in Iowa. 

Advocates soon received additional help 
from Pope Francis, who warned that the Cath-

sexual orientation. That law wil 
remain unchanged.

Lambda Legal and the Americart 
Civil Liberties Union have 
pending lawsuits contending 
that same-sex marriage is 
already legal under the Illinois 
Constitution.

CHARLIE TROTTER,

to high-end restaurants, there was Charlie 
Trotter, whose self-named Lincoln Park res- 
taurant became one of Chicago's premier cul- 
tural institutions almost immediately after its 
1987 opening. 

Charlie Trotter’s was an international des- 
tination and a pioneer in creating a bold, dis- 
tinctly American form of haute cuisine, and 
its chef-owner was an inspirational and no- 
toriously mercurial figure, qualities that the 
people who worked for him— including many 
chefs who have achieved great success on 
their own— did not find mutually exclusive. 

Trotter closed his restaurant in August 
2012 after 25 years, and now the chef him- 
self is gone, found dead Tuesday morning 
in his Lincoln Park home by his son Dylan, 
Naha chef Carrie Nahabedian, a close Trot- 
ter friend, said Trotter’s wife, Rochelle, had 
told her. Nahabedian said an ambulance was 
called to Trotter’s home in the 1800 block of 
North Dayton Street at 10:45 a.m. and that 
the 54-year-old chef was found unconscious 
and not breathing. He was taken to North- 
western Memorial Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead at 11:48 a.m.

No charges against 
cop in fatal shooting

Cook County prosecutors said Tuesday that 
they would not bring criminal charges against 
a Chicago police officer who was captured on 
videotape fatally shooting an unarmed man, 
saying an exhaustive review showed that the 
officer reasonably mistook a cellphone for a 
gun pointed at him on a darkened street. 

The death of Flint Farmer in June 2011 was 
the third shooting— the second fatal shoot- 
ing— in six months by Officer Gildardo Si- 
erra, a patrolman in the Englewood district. 
It was so disturbing that it prompted police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy to tell the 
Tribune he considered the shooting a “big 
problem” and to acknowledge the depart- 
ment had erred by allowing Sierra back on 
the street given the previous shootings. 

Last December, the city settled a lawsuit 


brought by Farmer’s estate for $4.1 million 
without admitting wrongdoing. 

Still, Cook County prosecutors said 
their two-year investigation of the shoot- 
ing showed that Sierra had reason to believe 
that Farmer was armed and posed a threat of 
“great bodily harm.” They said that although 
Sierra fired his weapon 16 times, hitting 
Farmer seven times— including three times 
in the back— they did not think they could 
show that the shooting was unreasonable, a 
key component of proving that Sierra had 
committed a crime. 

‘Mthough Officer Sierra was mistaken in 
his belief that {Farmer} had a gun, not every 
mistake demands the action of the criminal 
justice system, even when the results are 
tragic,” State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez said 
Tuesday in a letter to McCarthy

At Northwestern, words like “expecta- 
tions,” “hype” and “potential” usually are 
associated with football. But lately those 
words are starting to float around the men’s 
basketball team. The reason for this phe- 
nomenon: new coach Chris Collins. 

It’s rare for a first-year coach of a team 
that finished 13-19 the previous season to be 
treated like an A-list celebrity but that’s the 
effect the Chicago-area native is having on 
campus. The 39 -year-old has yet to coach 
his team in a regular-season game, but his 
list of accomplishments in a short period 
have caught the attention of the Wildcats 
faithful and made him a Hollywood-like 
rising star. 

For starters, a new style of play is being introduced after years of 
struggle under Bill Carmod/s “Princeton offense.” This new style— 
which includes a sorely lacking transition game— should give this 
rebuilding program a much-needed boost. 

“We’re just trying to lay the foundation for how hard we’re gonna 
play” Collins said. 

As modest as his words sound, they are making a ton of differ- 
ence. Same goes for Collins’ 2014 recruiting class, which includes 
St. Rita’s Vic Law He is Northwestern’s first Top-75 recruit since 
all-BigTen center Evan Eschmeyer. 

The son of former Bulls coach Doug CoUins is already leaps 
and bounds ahead of other Chicago-area schools because of his 
ability to recruit locally He also convinced Drew Crawford, one 
of the team’s best players, to stay for his final year of eligibil- 
ity, and prevented player transfers that have hurt other local 
programs this offseason. 

“I’m a competitive person,” Collins said of his accomplish- 
ments thus far. “I’m looking forward to seeing what we can 
become as a team.” 

Considering what he already has achieved, there are now 
heightened expectations of the young coach. Big Ten opponents 
show no mercy on the court, and Northwestern’s performance in 
conference play will dictate Collins’ future success. 

For now, “Chicago’s Big Ten Team” seems headed in the right 
direction, gabe salgado is a redeye special contributor.

Truni thu :iut4>;Lp':iph 4 hi tliu eucilu and tl»! tlv- 
UiT-riT wjn' tIh?)' spnke iil>riiLT ir^ I L luw nr rhnc 
moment that he was a big deal, but I didn’t 
understand why until I started writing about 
Chicago restaurants more than a decade later. 

As news of his death spread Tuesday, sev- 
eral of my friends confessed that they didn’t 
know who he was. Perhaps that’s because 
they weren’t old enough to dine at his res- 
taurant— or weren’t in the market to blow a 
bunch of cash on a special-occasion dinner— 
when it was really in its heyday Sure, Trotter 
wasn’t all over reality shows like so many 
chefs who have attained celebrity status, but 
his impact was incredibly far-reaching. Not 
only was his restaurant on the bucket lists of 
foodies all over the world, but his influence 
continued to shape the Chicago dining scene 
as chefs he employed left; his kitchen to break 
out with their own restaurants. 

So many of the chefs behind the city’s 
hottest restaurants are alumni ofTrotter’s 
kitchen. Grant Achatz of world-famous

working on for RedEye about how Lincoln 
Park had changed over the years. I was caught 
off-guard when he returned my phone call 
personally No publicist or advanced arrange- 
ment— it was just Charlie calling me up, no 
big deal. 

I also remember hearing him speak about 
the closing of his restaurant at a Tribune 
event last year. He made light of his bad-guy 
reputation, almost like a stand-up comic 
would. He also said that 25 years was a long 
time to do one thing, and that he was ready 
to move on from the restaurant business and 
do other things he’s always wanted to do, like 
study philosophy 

I’m certainly grateful that he spent those 
25 years doing what he did, and I hope he’ll 
be remembered for the indispensable role he 
played in Chicago’s dining scene.
